The weather bureau said this 
was the driest month since it 
began recording data in 1871. 
The previous driest month was 
October, 1874, when .06 inches of 
rain fell. The total rainfall this 
month was .03 inches, which fell 
Oct. 3.

said that despite tile drought, 
residents can sprinkle lawns and 
wash cars.

as water was spilling over the 
62nd Street dam on the Alle­ 
gheny River in the city’s Law­ 
renceville district, there was no 
danger of a shortage.

water suppliers.

Had Trouble Locating 


The father, a picture of de­ 
jection, testified at the hearing. 
He said that he, his wife, and 
only son had moved to Lower 
Bucks from Pittsburgh so he 
could take a better position. 


The family had trouble locat­ 
ing. he said, and changed their 
living quarters three times. The 
family first moved to Levittown, 
then 
to 
Bristol, 
and 
finally 
bought a home in Fairless Hills. 


Mother Has Breakdown 


The man said his son appear­ 


ed to resent his having to move 
from Pittsburgh and his friends. 


During that period young D’­

When he was brought into the 
hospital shortly after 8 a m. on 
Oct. ll, “ Teddy” was a limp 
form of broken bones, internal 
injuries and bruises. Most ser­ 
ious of all, he was suffering 
severe brain damage from a 
contusion of the brain. 
Quick first aid treatment, mo­

Green Lane, by four passersby 
probably saved the youngster’s 
life. 


Right Direction 


For ll days, “ Teddy” lay in 
complete unconsciousness. But 
Wednesday night, as his aunt 
and uncle, Mr. and Mrs. W il­ 
liam Bellwoar maintained their 
constant vigil at his bedside, 
“ Teddy” first opened his eyes. 


Dr. Raymond J 
Mullin, one 
of three specialists attending to 
the youngster, today reported

rection.’’ His condition is still 
critical, Dr. Mullin stated, but 
he’s now semi-conscious.

Chamber of Commerce, both 
major political parties the bar 
association and many other 
groups to have the constitu­ 
tion rewritten, subject to rati­ 
fication by the people. 
On election day this year a 


proposition on the ballot will, 
if accepted, set up a conven­ 
tion to do this rewriting. 
The 
present 
constitution, 


adopted in 1874 and bulwark­ 
ed by 84 amendments, admit­ 
tedly has many serious flaws 
in it. 
Ridiculous Clauses 
It also has so many ridi­ 
culous clauses that it could 
supplant the famed Joe Mil­ 
ler joke book of vaudeville 
fame. 


For instance: 


The state may support wid­ 
ows and orphans of soldiers 
but not of marines or sailors; 
The 
legislature 
may 
not 


grant any title of nobility or 
pass any laws restricting emi­ 
gration from Pennsylvania; 


No one who has been convict­ 
ed of fighting a duel may hold 
a state office: 
A railroad may not give passes 
to 
anyone 
but 
employes 
or 
clergymen. 


Semi-Humorous 
There is also a semi-humor­ 
ous situation which has evolved 
from the constitution. 
The American Judicature So­ 
ciety, consisting of several thou­ 
sand of this nation's most emin­ 
ent jurists and attorneys, for 
years has been advocating what 
is known as the “ Pennsylvania 
Plan” for non-partisan election 
of judges. 
Several states have adopted 
this plan and put it into prat1 
tice. But not Pennsylvania, the 
state after which it was named. 
The plan is one which the 
Pennsylvania 
Bar 
Association 
believes should be incorporated 
into the constitution, changing 
drastically the present article 
on the judiciary.

But he will run without any 
political designation and without 
opposition. The voters will either 
accept him and keep him on the 
bench or reject him and put him 
out in the cold. 
If he is tossed out, another 
vacancy exists and the proced­ 
ure starts over again. At no time 
does politics intervene and the 
bench thus is beholden to no one 
and no party.

But they are in the fight be­ 
cause, essentially, this is a battle 
of rural upstate areas against 
downstate, urban and heavily 
populated counties.

tiny, 4,500-person Forest County, 
for instance, has one representa­ 
tive in Harrisburg and 130,000 
Lower Bucks has the same num­ 
ber. 
Forced reapportionment of the 
legislature every IO years, pro­ 
viding for more equal represent­ 
ation, is another of the aims of 
those who support the constitu­ 
tional convention.
